DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither 
Nantel et al. nor De Caris et al. teach a method for checking the contents of pockets in a 
blister package which are filled with a powdery, solid, liquid or pasteous substance that 
includes the steps of detecting afilled volume of the substance in each of the pockets by 
a single measurement performed by a capacitive test probe, which measures the 
induced dipol moment in any given volume of material by means of a high frequency 
alternating field, supplying the detected volume value to an evaluation unit, and 
comparing the detected volume with a target volume, as shown in claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
